What attitude will Mr. Randall 
maintain toward the tariff legislation at this 
session is a question which is asked every 
(lay, and which nobody can answer, since Ran- 
dall himself declines to cross this river before 
he comes toit. In the preparation of any bill 
dhat can emanate from the Morrisons’s com- 
mittee, Kundall will not be consulted and he 
matural!y refuses to indorse§ the fourth- 
coming measure until he shail know exactly 
what it is. 

“That Randall will not oppose a reasonable 
and judicious revision of the tariff is certainly 
true. It remains to be seen whether Morrison 
and bis friends will bring forward a bill which 
ran command the solid support of the demo- 
erats, or whether they will fly off after ideal 
reforms and accomplish nothing. 

THe PRESIDENT AND THE SENATE.

but the edds in favor of victory for the presi- 
dent are daily growing larger.

Resolutions Up the Political 


Which Open 
Debate. 
WASH:NGTON, February ~.—In the senate 
among i.e meusures favorably reported from 
the ccu.mittee was a joint resolution by 
Blair, i:: m the committee on woman suffrage, 
provids: g for a constitutional amendment ex- 
teudiny the right of suffrage to women. 

Mr. (+ ckrell stated that this report was not 
the unzuimous judgment of the committee, 
nnd that the minority reserved the right to 
present « written report in opposition to the 
measure. ' 

Placed’ on the calendar. 

Mr. Kiddieberger offered the following reso- 
lution: 

Resolve’, That it is the sense of the senate that 
the executive of the United States is not restricted 
by coustitutional law in removing or suspending 
uppointees; that the senate has noright to re- 
umre that reasons shall be given for such removals 
or suspensions; thatitisthe right Of the senate to 
call for any paper relating to the conduct of the 
removed or suspended appointees, or to the quali- 

ication or fitness of all persons whose names are 
resented to the senate for confirmation or 
rejection, and it isthe duty of the executive to 
fomply with all demands for the sanfe. 

In offering the resolution Mr. Riddleberger 
haid his purpose was simply to bring the sub- 
ject up in open debata Itdid not involve any 
so-called high prerogative of the senate when 
jit shou'd go into secret or executive session, 

ut only that abstract question as to whether 
ihe exec itive could be called on or required to 
zive reasons for removals. Mr. Riddleberger 
asked for immediate consideration of the reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Cockrell objected. 

MR. PUGH’S ANTIODTE. 

Mr. ugh submitted a substitute for the Rid- 
uleberger resolution, and asked that it he pre- 
sented and lie over till to-morrow, Mr. Puzh’s 
Substitute is as follows:

THE ELECTORAL COUNT BILL, 

The electoral count bill then came up and 
Mr. Fvarts took the floor. He favored the re- 
committal of the bill to the committee. 

Mr. Call, while deeming the bill a good one 
in some respects, deemed it defective in others, 
and proposed an amendment to the effect that 
in case of the non-concurrence of the two 
houses, and in case such non-concurrence and 
consequent failure to count the vote of a state 
resulted in taking away the majority required 
by the constitution, or when by not counting 
the vote of the state, an election should be hard 
of a person different from the person who 
would be elected if the vote were counted, 
that in these two emergencies it should be de- 
clared that there was no election, and that the 
house of;representatives should make an elec- 
tion as required by the constitution. 

Mr. Hoar opposed recommittal. 

Mr. Wilson opposed the bill. 

Mr. Evarts submitted as an amendment.that 
it should be the duty of the executive of each 
State, as soon as practicable after the final 
certainment of the appointment of electors in 
such state, to communicate under the seal of 
the state to the secretary of state 6f the United 
States, a certificate showing such ascertain- 
ment, setting forth the names of the electors 
and other particulars, and to deliver to the 
electors of such state a similar -certificate in 
triplicate, such certificates to be transmitted 
by the electors withthe result of their own 
action. 

Mr. Edmunds opposed the motion to recom- 
mit, but it struck him that Mr.jtvarts’s sug- 
gested amendment embodied an extremely 
valuable idea. Incould be discussed in the 
senate, however, as well as in committee. 

Mz. Saulsbury favored recommittal. 

Mr.George had listened carefully to the ar- 
guments urged against Sherman's amend- 
ment, but had not been shaken in the belief 
that the vote of the two houses acting as a 
joint body constituted in the last 
resort the hest way out of 
the difficulty. The constitution intended that 
the vote ofthe state should be counted, and 
did not contemplate the rejection of the vote 
simply because of a difference between the 
two houses. He hoped the bill would be. re- 
committed. 

Aftegfurther debate the motion to recom- 
mit was brought to a vote, and resulted, gxeas 
30, mays 22, the aflirmative vote being about 
equally divided between republicans and dem- 
ocrats. All the proposed amendments went 
with the bill. 

Mr. sanford eflered a concurrent reSolution. 
Which was agreed to, providing for an invest 
gation by the committees on public buildings 
of both houses of congress, into the charges 
made in leo. and now being renewed against 
the ofiicial conduct of Samuel Strong, during 
his superintendence of the public buildings. 

IN EX£CUTIVE SESSION, 

‘he Dakota bill was placed before the sen- 
ate, and Mr. Logan obtained the floor on it, 
but gave way for a motion te go inte executive 
session. At J: 
ecutive session. At 5:55 the doors 
opened and the senate adjourned. 

The resolutions of Riddleberger and Pugh as 
to-the relatioms between the president and the 
senate will come up for consideration in the 
morning hour tomorrow, and Mr. Logan will 
have the floor at two o'clock. on the Dakota 
bill. 

The attorney general's letter to the senate, 
in respect to the Dustin case, was today refer- 
red without further discussion to the judiciary 
committee, which has authority to report upon 
it in open session. The statement was made 
on authority of the attorney general that the 
press had not obtained its information with 
regard tothe Dustin letter, from the depart- 
ment of justice. This gave rise to a 
half humorous discussion of the prema- 
ture publication of preceedings, which 
participants deign to have kept secret. The 
fact Was recalled that though the press had 
been discussing the relations between thesen- 
‘ate and the executive for several weeks, and 
that both parties in the senate had held cau- 
cusses upon the subject, no authorized or legiti- 
mate information had been given out, and that 
so farasthe public had any right to Know 
there was no question between the executive 
and the senate about information or ressons 
or papers or appointments. 
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HONOR TO HENDRICKS. 


Eulogies Pronounced in the Honse of 
resentatives. 

WASHINGTON, February 2.—In the 
immediately after the reading of the journi! 
Mr. Holman, of Indiana, offered the tollowing 
resolutions: 

Resolved, That the house has received with pro- 
found sorrow, intelligence of the death of Thomas 
A. Hendadricks, late vice-presidcut of the United 
states. 

Resolved, That the business of the house be. sus 
pended in order that the eminent service and pri 
vate virtucs of the deceased may be appropriately 
commemorated, 

Resolved, That the clerk of the house be directed 
to communicate these resolutions to the senate. 

Mr. Bynum, {of Indiana, who represents 
the district which formerly returned Ien- 
dricks to the house of representatives, was the 
first speaker to bear testimony to the true 
worth of the dead statesman. He traced the 
life of Hendricks through childhood, youth 
and manhood, showing that in every stage he 
had manifested that ability and talent which 
had made his name familiar to every household 
in the land. Hendricks was no ordinary man. 
He was one of the few great men whose great- 
ness increases, and whose sublimity became 
more sublime the nearer he was approached. 
He was an honest man. Suspicion never 
breathed calumny against his integrity. He 
passed through the fiery furnace of public life 
without a scar. His statue, to fitly represent 
him, should be chiseled en spotless white 
He daily practiced the greatest of all 
vintues—charity. All along the pathway of 
his life were scattered jewels of charity which 
would finaliy be gathered home by the angels 
of eternity. His life was great; his death sub- 
lime. As he faintly heard the hoofs of the 
messenger’s steed on his way to summon him 
from time to eternity, and was preparing to 
start upon his journey beyond the clouds, 
looking back over his important career, view- 
ing the great struggles through which he had 
passed, and the great contests in which 
he had borne such a conspicuous part. 
feeling the weightofthe burdens he had so 
long and so patiently borne being gently lifted 
from his shoulders, his last words were, ‘I ain 
free at last.’ 

Mr. McCreary, of Kentucky, reviewed Hen- 
dricks’s life as illustrative of the possibilities 
of an American citizen. Whether he was 
viewed as a legislator, as a commissioner of the 
general land office, as a representative in con- 
gress, as governor of Indiana, asa senator er 
as vice-president Of the United States, there 
would beseen the impress of his splendid 
mind, the lustre of his; unfaltering patriotism 
and noble manhood. 

Mr, Long, of Massachusetts, in behalf of the 
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) p.m. the senate went into ex-- 


commonwealth of Massachusetts, paid his trib- 
utes to the memory of the late vice president. 
The great majority of the people of that com- 
mon wealth had differed from Hendricks on all 
the leading political issues which had agitated 
this country during his public career, and on 
which they believed his views to be co 

to the public welfare, but they recogniz ot 
alone the great ability which won him sucha 
distinguished advance in the profession of 
law, of which he was indeed an ornament,and 
in the eouncils of state and nation, the highest 
place of which he reached, but also and espe- 
cially the consistenzy of his political life and 
excellence and worth, which in his private char- 
acter gave him such a remarkably strong hold 
on the people of his state, and endeared him 
so much to his large, and deservedly large cir- 
cle of personal friends. 

dir. Throckmorton, of Texas, and Mr. Ding- 
ley, of Maine, briefly and eloquently laid thei 
meed of praise upon the grave of the late vice 
president. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, said that his ac- 
guaintance with Mr. Hendricks begaw when 
that gentleman received the nomination for 
vice president in 1576, and it was during that 
stauggle that the acquaintanceship had warmed 
into fmnendship.. Hendricks was a direct 
minded and single hearted man. He had no 
concealments and noreserve of ‘confidence 
from those who were brought into relations of 
intimacy with him. His mind naturally found 
its way to the elementary conditions of truth, 
aud there were no devious methods of thought 
or action by which the truth thus found was 
ever obscured or perverted. His unswerving 
lidelity tothe democratic party was due to 
his absolute faith in its principles. He did 
not deny the patriotism of his political ad- 
versaries, but he did not regard the republi- 
can crecd as calculated to secure equal rights 
toallmen. He was necessarily a partisan, 
hut always Sincerely, always manly, always 
truthful. . His sincerity of character was best 
understood where he was best known. His 
nomination for vice president in 1854 in his 
(Hewett’s! opinion, secured the success of the 
democratic ticket. Itpresented an issue ad- 
dressed to the conscience of the people, and in 
New York especially was so acceptable to a 
portion of the party otherwise dissat- 
istied, that the persona! grievences 
were, to a large extent. swallowed up and post- 
poned to alarge duty of justice to the man in 
in whose person the will of the people had 
once been defeated. But forthe existence of 
this feeling, the accession of independent voters 
would not have neutralized the strong current 
of feeling among a portion of the democratic 
voters forthe candidates of the other party. 
This feeling of lovalty was largely due to the 
patriotic course of Hendricks during the agita- 
tion which followed the election of IS76. When 
an adverse result was reached, he did not ex 
press any vain regrets as to his hard fortune. 
and he never called in question the courage 
and patriotism of the majority of the repre- 
sentatives of the people in the decision 
of one of the gravest problems 
ever encountered in the history of the world. 
(nthe contrary he recognized tothe fullest 
extent the unshaken fidelity, the true patriot- 
ism of the democratic majority which proposed 
the measure of the settlement by which peace 
and order were restored tothe nation, at the 
cost only of temporary delay in the transter of 
the administration to the democratic control. 
He Was a partisan, but his partisanship was 
never exerted at the expense of his patrivtism 
He, (Hewit), made this statement becanse he 
had seen a desire in some directions to exag- 
gerate and externate Hendricks’s partisan 
feeling. ‘There was no reason tor apology o: 
explanation, so far as Hendricks’s views on 
the matter of appointment to public office were 
concerned. These views were given in his 
letter of acceptance of nomination*for vice 
president in IsS76, and coincident with the 
views of Wasliington and Jefferson. 

Mr. Browne, of Indiana, as the political op- 
panent of Hendricks, bore witness to Iris sterl- 

ug qualities of heart and mind. tHe = was, 
without challenge, the chief representative of 
the Indiana democracy. If he did not formu- 
late its policy, he accepted it as the true faith: 
ii he did not go before, he went well abreast 
ol the party alignment. He wet into the 
thickest of the fight, congratulated his forces 
in victory or, in defeat, covered their retreat. 
He was not a political boss. He governed with- 
out whip or bastile. He was a king, but he 
reiyned by common conseut, and 
made his subjects his peers. He was ever true 
to himself, trne to his honor. No temptatiou 
beguiled to venality: © no dishonest dollar ever 
touched the palm of his hand. 

Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, expressed his 
adiniration and regard for the dead statesman, 
whose life had been the embodiment of ‘hat 
old Latin saying: ‘‘Mild in manner and reso- 
lute in conviction.” His ways are gentle and 
kind, but in the matter of right or wrong he 
was tixed and immovable. No seductions could 
allure, no terrors frighten him. Toduty he 
was tdelity itself. As he was greater than 
others he was always stronger’ than 
any political orgrnization to which he was at- 
tached. He was a deep student of our ropub- 
lican government, and wasa firm defender of 
the well-balanced power and distribution of 
duty between the states and the general gov- 
ernment. He believed that our liberties were 
sacred only when all tendencies towards cen- 
tralization were to be resisted and destroyed. 
In his public conflicts, he never lost the sweet- 
ness and gentleness of his character, and he 
died as he bad lived—calmly and serenely. 
Like a shadow thrown softly and sweetly from 
a passing clond, death fell upon him. 

Mr. Springer, of Lllinois, cited anecdotes in 
the life of Hendricks, illustrative of his kind- 
ness and charity of heart,and paida high 
tribute to the purity of the public and private 
character of the deceased. In conclusion, he 
said : 

“As death lays his icy hands on kings, se must 
al] die, sooner or later. Our vicee president was no 
exception to the inexorable law. In his death the 
poome mourned the loss of a greatand good man. 

niversaisorrow was manifested on every hand 
The highest honors were paid him, but honors and 
the people's sorrows Cannot Call him back to carth 
avain. He has passed from the busy and exciting 
scenes of this lite to the sweet repose of the blessed. 
But tosuch as lived as he lived, even inthe hour 
aud article of death, in the silent tomb, iy the day 
<n, in the life to come, all is well, all is 
well!” 

Mr. Geddes, of Ohio, added Ohio’s voice to 
the exclamations of sorrow over the death of 
Thomas A. Hendricks. Measuring time by 
years, Hendricks had lived three score and 
five, but the length of life was best measured 
by its usefulness, “He lives most, who thinks 
most feels the noblest, acts the best.” Apply- 
ing this standard, no limit could be fixed to 
the life of Hendricks. 

Mr. Lowry, of Indiana, deplored the loss of 
an exemplary and generous man, a patriotic 
public servant, the greatest of contemporary 
Indianians, atypical American, a wise and 
revered statesman and an honored friend, the 
syminetry of whose illustrious career,the bean- 
ty and grandeur of whose character, had 
been stamped upon theannals of bis country, 
und whose patriotic services were graven upon 
the hearts of his conntrymen. 

Mr. Hall, of Iowa, in aneloquent address 
laid Jowa’s:tribute of regards and sorrow upon 
theiomb of one whom he had always loved 
life. j 

Messrs. Kleiner and Holman, as represen- 
tatives of the commonwealth which knew and 
loved Hendricks best, closed the ceremonies 
with brief addresses eulogistic of the public 
and private virtues of the dead statesman, and 
then the resolutions were unanimously 
adopted, and the house at 3:50 adjourned.

The Correspondent of the Charieston News and 
Courier Attacked by Three Men, Whom He 
Repulses—A Bloody Day in ColumBia— 

The Details of the Affairs, Etc, 


CoLumBia, 8. C., February 2.—{Special.]— 
This morning's Register contains along article 
from the pen of Thomas J. Lamotte, city editor, 
in which he criticises the methods of N. G. 
Gonzales, the manager of the Columbia bureau 
of the Charleston News and Courier. 

Shortly after one o'clock, today, 
a serious difliculty ocenrred between 
Gonzales and Tamotte in the office of 
Commissioner of Agriculture Butler. Major 
Ransowm,Colonel Butler and vour correspondent 
were present. Lamotte came in to gather what 
news he could, and was engaged in couversa- 
ticn with the above named gentlemen when 
Gonzales made his appearance on a similar 
miesion.” He spoke pleasantly, and deliberately 
took off his overcoat. : 

THE BLOW PASSED. 

Nobody had the slightest idea that he med- 
itated attacking Lamotte. He stepped a few 
paces toward where the latter was standing and 
struck bim a stinging blow under the left eye.

He caught Gonzales and held 
him, while Major Ransom got Lamotte into an 
adjoining room, The combatants were kept 
apart, and Gonzales proceeded to the state 
house.

Mr. Calvo recovered, drew a cowhide, 
and struck Mr. Gonzales repeated blows on the 
neck aud over the head. Mr. Gonzales clinch- 
ed his opponent and shoved him against the 
window, breaking inthe glass. upon which 
Mr. Calvo fell and was severely cut on the left 
ley.

THEY WILL CORNER 


A Land Commissioner Tries to Repuciate 


His Statements. 

WASHINGTON, February 2.—Surveyor (Cen- 
eral Dement, of Utah, was examined by the 
senate committee on public lands today, with 
reference to the recent publications, which 
enibodicd alleged utterances of his implicating 
senators. members of congress and other offi- 
cials in Washington and Utah, in extensive 
conspiracies to misappropriate the public lands 
for their own benefit, and in conspiracies to 
influence by bribery, legislation affecting the 
Mormons, Mr. Dement denied the _ state- 
ments attributed to him, one by one and with- 
out reservation. He said he had never stated 
he took afew detectives to Utah, and he did 
not in fact take them. He did not state that 
50 per cent. of the land entries were fraudu- 
lent. He made nostatement about the miner- 
al lands being entered as homesteads. He did 
not state that there was a ring including all 
the federal officials in Utah from governor 
down. He had made no_ discovery ° to 
warrant any such statement. He 
had discovered nothing which would 
implicate Governor Murray or amy 
other cflicial in frauds, Being asked if he had 
discovered anything which would implicate 
the federal officials outside of Utah, of the past 
or prcsent administrations, in frauds, Mr 
Dement said that what he might have discovy- 
erc(l was embodied in his reports to the com- 
missioner of the genera! land office, and the 
reason he did not answer more explicitly was 
because he did not know what they might 
possibly lead up to. 

“Have you discovered that 
oficial of the land office. or ans 
has been connected with iand 
Utah?” 

“| have not.” 

Mr. Dement said in reply to further inquiries 
that he had discovered nothing bearing upou 
the eonnection of the Mormons with legisla- 
tion in congress. He had never stated that 
any western republican senator had received 
$25,000 for opposing the Edmunds bill. nor 
that several democratic members of the house 
had received several thousand dollars for ser- 
vices of some sort. He had never discovered 
anything that would lead to the suspicion that 
the Mormons had paid money to secure legis- 
lation. Mr. Dement produced, at the request 
of the committee, three clippings. two from 
the evening papers of this city, which con- 
tained all he had uttered on the subject. In 
general terms they admitted that there 
was ground for belief that exten- 
sive frauds had been committed in 
ttah as in other western states and territo- 
ries, but made no special or sensational charges. 
Mr. Dement said he had sought to conceal his 
presence here, and had no idea how the re- 
porters to whom he referred by name had 
found him out. The newspaper men who sent 
out the interview which Dement repudiates, 
will ask the public lands committee of the 
senate to grant them a hearing in order that 
they may vindicate themselves and give the 


ecurces of their information. 
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GOING MOST TOO FAR. 
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The lowa Republicans Tired of Prohibition 
Dictation. 

Des Moines, Ia., February 2.—The house 
proceedings were enlivened last cvening by : 
brisk debate upon the proposed impeachmen 
of Walter J. Hayes, judge of the seventh judi- 
cial district. The feature of this discussion 
was the terms in which several republican 
members notified the leaders of prohibition 
that they had gone as far as was good for the 
etate or profitable for the republican patty, 
and that to now ask them to impeach a judge 
for the alleged reason that he had not been 
sufficiently severe in his punishment of the 
violators of the liquor law was more than they 
could stand.

Loxpon, February 2.—The St. James ‘ia- 
zette (conservative) states that in the event of 
the formation of a coalition ministry Lori 
Salisbury will be content to serve under Lord 
Hartington.

For this interference with the liberty of 
the subject three members have just been 
presecuted and sent to prison.

The German minister ef war has given or- 
thata number of dogs be trained with 
i view to testing the value of services they 
might possibly render to sentinels engaged in 
keeping guard during the night. Itis beliey- 
ed that by the help of these sagacious animals 
the outposis would be far less liable 
to surpise, as the dogs would al- 
ways give noticveof the approach of theenemy 
mueh earlier than it could be detected by the 
sentinel without snch assistance. This new 
departure in the German army is suggested by 
anv incident which occurred in the course of 
last year’s operations among the British forces 
in the Sondan, when a dog, like the geese at 
the capitol of ancient Rome, gave notice of a 
surprise by theenemy. 
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POLISH POLICY 

The Goverment in the Field as a Purchaser 
of Real Estate. 

BERLIN, February 2.—The Volish policy of 
Bismarck has produced general excitement 
throughout (ermany and Austria. The im- 
mense Lub: :nski estate, containing about 
ZLULUU0) acre one of the largest estates in 
Prussia, is_o‘’ered for sale next April. The 
inhabitants of the estate have for years been 
mainly Poles. and the edict of expulsion by 
forcibly rem: ving the tenantry and depriving 
the estate of ‘ts revenues has thrown it upon 
the market. Bismarck’s announced policy of 
purchasing fer crown all the realestate owned 
by the Polish nebles and gentry in Prussia 
for re-sale to German colonists is opportune 
for the present proprietors of the Lubrienski 
lands, for atany ordinary sale the property 
must have gone at bankrupt prices. Bismarck 
docs not intend to take advantage of the ex- 
pulsions to buy the land in Posen cheap, but 
means to pay fairly for it, and his land tag decla- 
ratiens have, in fact. served to keep up values 
by assuring a market. 

Addresses of sympathy have been sent Bis- 
marck by Germans in every part of the empire, 
and many have already reached him from 
people in the Austrian reichsrath. Headed by 
the German national deputy, Herr Knabe, has 
also signed a similar memorial of congratula- 
ticn. The Austrian-Cierman club of Vienna, 
however, have unanimousiy denounced the 
(:erman chancellor's treatment of the Poles, 

VIENNA, Febrnary 2.—It 1s rumored here 
that the two Polish members of the Austrian 
cabinet intend to resign their portfolios for the 
reason that if they remain in office they are 
certain to be strongly pressed by the Polish 
deputies to induce Austria to formally protest 
against Bismarck’s action against the Poles of 
Posen.

Brown denied 
all knowledge of it, bat was caught in one 
contradiction after another, and finally Gen- 
eral Washington jumped up and, shaking his 
finger at him. cried 

“I believe you are lying and I’m going to 
hang you, Bill Brown.” 

Brown cowered in the mest abject terror. 
and cried out: ’ 

‘Pon't do that, Mr. Washington, and I'll tell 
vou all about it.” 

THE DETAILS OF THE CRIME. 

He thereupon preceeded to give the details 
of the horrible crime, which was committed on 
the %h of October. The night they went 
possum bunting, Simon Fox, Nelson Josliu 
Foster Joslin, and Ben Brown had agreed to 
kill Arnold, a well-to-do negro, and divide hit 
property and money. He was enticed to the 
woocs where Simon Fox shot him in the head, 
when Ben Brown jemped on him and beas 
him to death with an iron rod. They buried 
the body in a thicket in what was called the 
high pasture, and left him. Bill Brown heard 
these men discussing the matter next morn- 
ing, when they said the body had to be move 
as General Jackson had noticed the roughly 
made grave, and asked what it was. 

REMOVING THE BOpDy. 

That night they carried the body into Arn- 
old's own stabie, where Bill Brown heard them 
chopping it to pieces with an axe the next day. 
The hunt occurred the night of the 9th of No- 
vember, and on the night of the eleventh it 
was brought to Nashville and buried on the 
edge of Hell's half acre, where it was found 
two weeks ago. The head was buried in Arn- 
old's yard, and the clothes stuffed in an old 
bee gum. The head was afterwads taken up 
and hidden. Bill Brown, then promised if he 
were allowed t® go out, to find the head, as he 
knew it was hidden somewhere on Arneld’s 
premises. but did not know where, 

ON THE SCENT. 

Armed with bench warrants for Fox and 
the two Joslins, BiJl Brown and the officers 
went out. The parties were arrested, also 
Ella Brown and Lucy Joslin. After a shert 
search the head was found inthe beegum 
where the clothes had been hidden srown 
says he feared tosay anything before because 
the murderers had threatened to kill himif he 
mentioned it. The party returned to the city 
with their prisoners, and there isa most in- 
tepse excitement. Ben Brown has not yet 
been caught. He laid the plot, and after the 
murder took possession of Arnold’s home and 
property.

Last November Dwight died suddenly. The 
physicians hell am autepsy, and thousands 
looked at the fanfiliar face of the dead man. 

About a month ago several friends saw and 
recognized Dwight in Chicago. The insur- 
ance companies were notified and they re- 
fused to »ay the amounts of the policies to 
the dead :van’s relatives. This explains the 
suit.

“Dwight’s body was exhumed and examined 
aftcr it had beem buried five months.

tance fof Dwight, who was in bed; that the 
was Was turned on, showing everything plainly 
in the bed, when; without premonitory symp- 
icm and. just after taking a pieceof cracker 
and making a jocular remark, the colonel sud- 
tlenly gasped and called: ‘Charlie,’ and before 
ihe latter could go next door and call assist- 
unce and return to his bedside he was dying, 
und in a few moments was dead. 

“It is alleged that a bottle found beneath a 
window of the cottage sometime after the fun- 
eral was examined by exper, who distinctly 
recognized what was left of its contents as 
uelsemium, avegetable poison. Itis but lit- 
tle known to the general public, and ouly re 
cently used by regular practitioners¢in some 
kinds of fever, though its peculiar virtuesasa 
fever autidote have been kuown among ilie 
planters and negroes of the south for many 
years. It is extracted from the common Jim- 
son weed so abundant in the south and south- 
west. Taken in sufficient doses it produces a 
femporary paralysis of the motor 
nerves without loss of consciousness. 
The eyelids close without the power of rais- 
ing them, the jaw falls, the body turns 
cold and clammy and there is complete simuls- 
tion of death. This condition may last for 
hours. 

“Dr. Burr, the physican in attendance upon 
Dwight during his last illmess, certified that 
he died of gastritis. Physicians representing 
the insurance companies, who assisted at the 
post-mortem , declared that le died of strang- 
ulation and claimed that a crease or indenta- 
tion in the flesh about the neck was ca‘ised by 
a rope. The uedertaker explains the indeuta- 
tiou in a perfectly natural way by saving that 
it was a told in the flesh caused by placing «a 
high block of wood, called a ‘pillow,’ under 
ihe head of the corpse while it was cooling. 

“Whatthen actually occurred before the 
eyes of Charles A. Hull, on the night of 
Dwight's supposed death? Did Dwight, as if 

taking his regular medicine, swallew a dose of 
velsewium, procured at a New York drug 
store? Had he experimented with it and 
knew the exact quautity required by his sys- 
tem to pr. duce the required result? 

“If the body upon which a post mortem ex- 
“amination was made was the body of Dwight, 
that is precisely the way he died, and there 
was nothing discovered in the organs of the 
body inconsistent with the theory of death by 
velsemium. Indeed, it is asserted by medical 
experts that death from a large overdose of 
velsemium would leave the organs of respira- 
tion in about the same condition as they would 
be if death were produced by strangulation. 
Certainly no adequate proof was found that 
he had died of gastritis. 

“But isthere a roasonable possibility of 
Dwight being still alive? Could he, with the 
aid of faithful confederates, be delivered from 
the brick-lined tomb, constructed under his 
persoval supervision, designed after a model 
made by himself? Could he, under the influ- 
ence of gelsemium, lie with face expdsed in 
church during the funeral ceremony without 
betraying any sign of animation’ Could a 
body be substitutod for his after the physi- 
cians familiar with his features had satisfacto- 
vily viewed his real body in the cottage and 
left for the Spaulding house barn, where the 
Substituted body was carried later and oper- 
ated upon by New York physicians who did 
not know Dwight in life, the first operation 
requiring the scalp to be pulled down over the 
face, with, perhaps, a physician there to un- 
obstructively aid appearances? Would it be 
reasonably possible to secure a body at all 

resembling Dwight’s? 

“It is worth while to note that the under- 
taker who assisted at Dwigbt’s funeral was 
recently charged with being one of the princi- 
pals in the violation of the Phelps grave in 
Birmingham. Richards, the lawyer, who was 
convicted of the charge and sentenced to a 
year’s imprisonment in the county jail, very 
manful:y took all the blame upon-himse!f, and 
the unc «rtaker, Ayres, \ was acquitted.”

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A Fraud on the Cow. 

Representative J. Wharton Green, of North 
Carolina, the well known vineyardist, is 
after oleomargarine with asharp stick. His 
bill is curious in phraseology, but it appears 
to have a sound nub toit. We quote: 

‘Whereas, of late yearsa certain imitation or 
counterfeit butter known as oleomargarine has 
been extensively manufactured and sold as the 
genuine article, thus perpetrating a fraud alike on 
the innocent purchaser, the cow and the hones 
dairyman ; and, whereas, from newspaper investi- 
gation and report. it is a most filthy and villainous 
substitute. Therefore, be it enacted, that whoever 
sells the same to any resident of the district of Co- 
lumbia, or of the territories, or of any fort, arsenal 
or dockyard of the United States, shall have it la- 
belled accordingly ‘oleomargarine’ in plain and 
unmistakable letters. That every retail dealer 
who sells the stuff, and every keeper of a tavern, or 
hostelry, or boarding-house, or captain of a steam- 
boat, that sets it upon the table for the use of 
guests or boarders, shall place acard by the dish 
with the inscription thereon, ‘this is oleomargar- 
ine.’ ” 

Having thus assailed what he officially 
states is ‘‘a fraud on the cow,’’ Mr. Green 
enlanges the plan of his crusade, and pre- 
sents the following bill : 

‘Whereas, It is anotorious and admitted fact 
that various and divers articles of diet, drink and 
medicine are manufactured, stretched and com- 
pounded by the use of ingredients foreign tothe 
nature of the article, and often the substance so 
made up and sold for consumption is hurtful to 
health and almost invariably the offspring of 
fraudulent design. Therefore, whoever shall im- 
port, manufacture, mix or compound such delete- 
rious and fraudulent substances and sell the same 
to residents or territories, arsenals, forts and dock- 
yards, shall be deemed guilty of a felony.’’ 

He provides for asanitary board, which 
shall examine all medicines, foods or drinks 
submitted to it, and if it finds anything in 
it nowhere essential to its intrinsic mer- 
its, the maker and dealer are tobe prose- 
cuted. Mr. Green has certainly cut outa 
big lot of work. Weonly hope hecan get 


through with it. 


Divorce Made Easy. 

Even in the Illinois courts there is some 
delay in obtaining a divorce. The filing 
of a bill, the service of papers and the hear- 
ing require time. How to simplify the pro- 
cedure in these cases has occupied the 
thoughts of many able lawyers, but no satis- 
factory solution of the problem has yet been 
reached.

A Profitable Crop. 

A shortage in broom-corn is reported, and 
it is in the power of a daring speculator to 
cause a regular famine in brooms, at least 
for a time. 

Our southern farmers doubtless have never 
thought of the magnitude of the broom in- 
dustry. We have broom factories in this 
section, but no broom-corn. Our manufac- 
turers are compelled to obtain their mate- 
rial from the north and west. 

This is all wrong. Our climate and soil 
are well adapted to the cultivation of broom- 
corn. Itis a profitable crop, and a southern 
farmer can gather and sell two crops of it 
before his cotton ceases to bloom. At a 
time when our people are waking up to the 
importance of diversified farming this new 
industry should attract attention. Any of 
our broom factories will doubtless take 
pleasure in furnishing farmers with all the 
information they may require, and also 
supply them with seed.

If in all 
Georgia (and let other states south answer for 
themselves) there was a solitary precinct at the 
last elections at which the colored vote was intim.- 
idated or suppressed, ] am in utter ignorance of 
where and when it was. I do know and testify 
that a more peaceful election than our last in At- 
lanta was never held in the state, nor do I believe 
in the United States, nor one in which a more 
uncoerced vote was cast by all entitled to vote. In 
the first years of reconstruction there was great 
risk in a colored yoter casting a democratic vote, 
and cases of extreme and savage cruelty growing 
out of it were of frequent occurrence. But as one 
of the signs of a better day came, we are proud to 
say that much of this exclusive and bad spirit has 
passed away. 

I cannot give you without reference the exact 
preponderance of the democratic vote over the re- 

ublican in the south, but that itis large and most 
decided no well informed man will dispute. Fi- 
nally, my dear sir, let me urge youandallof our 
northern brethren to regard us as citizensof the 
United States, men like yourselves, no better, no 
worse, aS men who believe in the rights of nan, in 
the rights of the general government, tn the rights 
of the states and in a common power and glo of 
this vast country of ours.

THE BELL MONOPOLY SCHEME, 


What is Understood to be the Motive for 
Attacks Upon Garlandand Lamar. 
From the Philadelphia Times, 

WASHINGTON, January 31.—A good deal of 
indignation is felt here at the apparently precon- 
certed attack upon two members of the Cleveland 
cabinet by the Bell telephone ring. The late on- 
slaught in the newspapersis buta rehash of the 
first attack, which followed the ordering ot the suit 
in the name of the United States to test the validi- 
ty of the Bell patent. Thefresh attack adds the 
name of Secretary Lamar to the charges. This 
becanse the secretary of the interior, after 
a long and exhaustive hearing, approved 
the course of Solicitor General Goode inthe 
matter of the suit. It is pointed out that the chief 
complaintin the first place was because of the 
neglect on the partof the department of justice 
to observe the usual course of procedure in such 
cases by referring the Bell case to the department 
under which itoriginally arose. When the presi- 
dent interfered and suggested that the order for 
suit be revoked and the usual reference be made, 
the Bell combination immediately turned its atten- 
tion to Secretary Lamar. 

There was no peg on which to hang an accuiisa- 
tion against Mr. Garland, so the ring began to oy- 
erate against the interior department to prevent 
access tothe courts. Millionsof dollars were in- 
volved and every influence that could be s1 
ed was brought to bear. 


The agents of this pow- 
erful ring did not scruple at the bribery of officials 
surrounding Mr. Lamar,a mere copyist having 
be en offered $10,000 for an advance copy of the sec- 
retary s opinion. Inthe meantime the newspa- 
perwaruponthe attorney-general had ceased 
or fallen off to desultory firing. The 
commissioner of patents agreed with secretary 
Lamar, finally, that the original action in the case 
was right. Then the waropened anew, Mr. La- 
mar and Mr. Goode coming in for a share of the 
general attack. Of course, Mr. Lamar never had 
any Pan electric stock ; but that stock had really 
nothingto do with the Bell case. It was used 
against Mr. Garland simply because it was at hand 
and served as a plausible insinnation. No such 
handle was available as to Mr. Lamar, and so the 
ring attacks his honesty point blank. 

This is a brief summary of the case to the pres- 
ent time. But thisis notall. It is well known here 
that the powerful combination interested in the 
Bell patent have boldly gone into the public field 
to drive out of the cabinet both Messrs. Garland and 
Lamar. They say they will compel the president to 
reconstruct his cabinet so far as (rarland and Lamar 
are concerned. This scheme is unquestionably the 
biggest contract and most audacious job 
ever undertaken by an unscrupulous 
monopoly. For weeks past the 
agents of the Bell combination have hannted 
the departments and Newspaper Row, willing to 
spend money for information and material and to 
hire assaults upon the attorney-general or the sec 
retary of thejinterior. Their operations are too 
bold, and plans too outrageous not to attract atten- 
tion. ‘They have enlisted in the cause every stock- 
holder in the Bell company and are said to have

wee) | out for political influences, they have 
combined hostile repnblicans and friendly demo- 
crats upon President Cleveland to secure the re- 
moval of his cabinet, if only for the sake of peace. 

If the 
president should yield to the pressure, or if weary 
of the incessant abuse and villification, Mr. Lamar 
or Mr. Garland should retire from the cabinet, it is 
believed that the Bell people'would gain their point, 
which isthe same point ofthe Louisiana lottery 
company—to keep out of court.

DeGive’s Last Night. 

Sardou bas written many good plays, but none 
stronger or more thoroughly dramatic than “The 
Princess Andrea,’’ in which Madame Janish, Coun- 
tess d’Arco, made her appearance last night at De- 
Give’s. Unlike ‘Fedora,’ which requires strong 
acting only here and there, ‘‘The Princess Andrea’ 
exacts a versatility that is within the range 
of but few living actresses.

DR. SCOTT'S LECTURE. | 


—_———_— OOOO 
An Insight Into Ancient English History 
Presented by an Interesting Lecturer. 

Rev. W. J. Scott delivered a very entertain- 
ing ‘ectu-e last night in the lecture room of the 
ryrst Methodist church, his subject being “The 
History of Two Civilizations.” In the courseof his 
remarks Mr. £cott said : 


Macaulay, in his thoroughly 
history of England, applauds him to the echo; 


“is the beginning of a thing than the end 

This wise maxim was illustrated in the 
career of the great protector. When first he satin 
parHament as the representative of Hunting- 
Gonshire, he was a Puritan of the straightest sect. 
His hair was of the orthodox cut ; his nasal twang 
was perfect after its kind: his speech was richly 
flavored witli Hebraisms, and plentifylly seasoned 
with scriptural quotations. But whilst there was 
in all this somewhat to prevoke a smile or a sneer, 
there was ulsoan airand an utterance that chal- 
lenged confidence, if it did not win admiration. 
In those days not one of bis hearers could suspeet 
his downright honesty of purpose. That he was 
narrow Was see ata glance, but that he was sin- 
cere Was not less obvious. But as he rose from ob- 
SCurilty fo eminence, his whole nature was trans- 
formed. In hi- closing years, as lord protector, he 
Was guilty of graver offenses against humanity and 
Constitutional liberty than he or his satellites ever 
charged against Charles I. 

NO Sibgie act of Charles provoked severer criti- 
Clism than Lis attempted seizure of the five obnox- 
tous embers of the house of commons, Crom- 
Well, as we have already seen, on two subsequent 
occasions, in person orby proxy, committed a 
more lagrant breach of the privileges of parlia- 
ment. (Charles again was arraigned and denounc- 
ed forendeavoring to rule without the concur- 
rence of the legislative body. Crom- 
well was’ in the same condemnation. 
No hereditary sovereign of England ever prorogued 
or dissolved parliament more capriciously or arbi- 
trarily than Cromwell, the usurper. If Charles I 
Outraged public sentiment by conniving at the 
priestly despoti-m of Laud, Cromwell and his par- 
ty were not less intolerant and proscriptive to- 
wards the Catholics and Episcopalians. {n what 
single respect was the high commission court more 
unconstitutional than the eXtra judicial action of 
the so-called ecclesiastical “Triers’’ of the protec- 
torate’ Itis the veriest nonsense to condone these 
flagrant wrongs on the ground that prelacy 
and popery were rather political fac- 
Dons than religious sects. t is 
the merest logical make shift to reply that Crom.- 
Well granted special exemptions to the Jews,whilst 
he punished the reading of the liturgy or the say- 
ing ofa mass with imprisonment and confiseation. 
His l’uritan defenders neve: weary of telling us of 
his sturdy championship of Protestantism on the 
continent. Milton, in his sonnets, and Carlyle, in 
his history, remind us of how he demanded 
freedom of worship for the Piedmontese—how he 
éven threatened to garrison the castle of St. 
Angelo with Protestant troops, if the Vaudois were 
molested in theirsimple faith. Let all this be 
granted, and it still remains historically true that 
he and his party, within the ‘four seas,”’ confiseat- 
ed the property of the establishment and robbed its 
clergy of their livings. And yet again, without the 
pretext ol a actof uniformity, they ejected hun- 
dreds of Presbyterians from their parishes. 

Like Disrwliofthe present century, Cormwel| 
endeavored to atone for the sins and shortcomings 
of his home administration by the brilliancy of his 
foreign policy. Whatever may be our estimate of 
Ciomwell’s statesmanship, there ;can be no room 
fcr disagreement as to the political conseqeences of 
his death. beyond controversy that death was the 
downfall oi Pruitanism in all ‘its brauches. He 
Was its brain and muscle, itsblood and its bones. 
frue, he had provided with much painstaking 
forthe succession of his son Richard. But 
between sire and son there was a_ broader 
disparity than between Solomon and RKeho- 
beam. Richard, a well-mannered geutleman, 
was a sovereign of the Merovingian 
type, illadapted to the existing emergen- 
(y. His resignation was itself compulsory. The 
interregnum that followed was marked by the 
disgraceful rivalry of such military pretenders as 
1 umbert and Desborough. Even the Rump par- 
jament once more resumed its sittings, claiming 
to be the representative of the nation. So 
great and so imminent was the national peril that 
any of the roundheads themselves were ready for 
mvolt. At this juneciure General Monk, who with 
strict impartiality had fought for both king and 

arliament, became the man of destiny, the Guy 
Yarwick of the hour. Supported by a well dis- 
ciplined army, he at once entered into negotiations 
with the cavaliers at home and abroad. The 
restoration of the Stuarts was decreed, and the 
national welfare demanded that it should be 
done quickly. Nothing can give us a Clearer idea 
oi the irredeemable failure of Puritanism than the 
stirring events of the next few months, When 
William of Orange landed at Torbay he was dis- 
beartened by the want of enthusiasm, or rather 
the stolid indifference, that marked his reception.

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| A CRIPPLED CONVICT. 


HIS FEET SO BADLY FROZEN THAT 
AMPUTATION IS REQUIRED. 


Bud Williams, a Seventeen-Year-Old Convict, Gets 
Into a Bad Box—His Feet Are Frozen—The 
Piesh Leaves the Bones—The Bones Drop 
Off—The Feet Get .Worse, Etc. 


Bud Williams, a county convict, will have 
his left leg chopped off half way between the 
ankle and knee this morning, and later in the 
week will lose his right foot by the same 
knife. 

Williams’ feet were so badly frozen about 
three weeks ago that the amputation of both is 
considered necessary. 

Williams is a negro boy about seventeen 
years of age, and is now serving a six month’s 
term for larceny. In November or December 
last Williams was working for Stocks, the 
wood and coal map. One afternoon he left the 
wood yard with a load of wood, which he was 
instructed to deliver to acustomer. Later in 
the day he returned to the yard with the empty 
wagon and handed in 

A RECEIPT FOR THE WOOD. 

Soon after thisthe gentleman who had pur- 
chased the wood appeared and asked why his 
order had not been filled. He was informed 
that the wood had been sent and receipted for. 
The gentleman repudiated the receipt, and 
then an investigation ensued, which disclosed 
the fact that Williams had carried the wood 
to hisown home. Williams was arrested and 
sent to the Fulton county jail, and a week or 
ten days before Christmas was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to the chaingang for six months. 
He was transferred to the chaingang a week 
before Christmas and passed the holidays in 
stripes and chains. 

About three week ago, when the severe cold 
snap came on, the convicts, like everybody 
else who was exposed, suffered intensely, On 
Friday 

THE COLD WAS SO SEVERE 
that Mr. Donaldson, the superintendent of the 
camp, took the convicts off the works and sent 
them into the stockade, where they remained 
all that day. The next day was equally as 
cold and the convicts remained inside the 
building again. 

The convict building or stockade, as it is 
called, is a large frame structure. Itis about 
one hundred feet long by thirty wide, and 
probably ten or twelve feet high. The buiid- 
ing is made of heavy timber, and is closely 
roofed. It is not ceiled or plastered, but is 
nevertheless warm. ‘The large room has 

fHREE BIG*STOVES IN IT 

with which the heat is supplied. One of these 
stoves is located in the middle of the building, 
and the other two at points half way between 
the middle stove and the ends of the building. 
As in all other convict quarters, the bunks on 
which the convicts sleep are all arranged on an 
elevated platform extending along the entire 
length of the building. 

The convicts enjoyed the three days’ rest 
which the cold snap gave them. They were 
housed in the building warmed by three large 
stoves, and passed their time singing, patting, 
dancing and talking. The weather appeared 
to have no terrors for them, and when night 
came they crawled to their bunks, were chain- 
ed down and went to sleep. On Saturday night 
when bed time arrived Bud Williams climbed 
the platform and dropped down on his bunk 
about 8 feet fromthe stove. A convict named 
O'Neil dropped down on one side of Williams, 
and side by side the 

TWO DARKEYS SLEPT IN THEIR CHAINS 
that night. The next morning whenthe long 
chain which holds the convicts in place during 
the night was removed and the convicts began 
to stir about, Williams found it almost impv~ssi- 
ble to move. He complained of his feet and 
said that they were frozen. His feet appeared 
to be as hard as astone and Williams suffered 
considerably. O’Neil, who slept next to him, 
suffered with his feet too, but noone else in 
the building complained. One of the first 
things a convict learns is to complain, and the 
guards about the building tnought that Wil- 
liams and O’Neil were “soldiering,”’ and con- 
sequently paid no attention to their complaints. 
On the next morning Dr. Boring, the county 

PHYSICIAN CALLED AT THE STOCKADE, 
and soon after arriving had his attention di- 
rected to Williams. The doctor examined the 
feet, and found that they were badly frozen. 
He then informed Mr. Donaldson that the boy 
would not be able to work, and Mr, Donaldson 
detaiied a trusty to attend him. Dr. Boring 
instructed the trusty to make a poultice of 
turnips and apply them to Williams’s feet. The 
poultice was applied, and. the next day 
Dr. Boring called again. He found O'Neil 
ready for work, but Williams’s feet were worse. 
The doctor then paid daily visits to the camp, 
and each time examined William’s feet. The 
feet continued to grow worse,\and before the 
end of the first week Dr. Borimg began won- 
dering whether or not he would be able tosave 
the darkey’s feet. Early the next week 

THE FLESH BEGAN TO DROP OFF 

and the bones to crop out. Then Dr. Boring 
realized that he had a desperate case onehand. 
He continued, however, to do what he could 
for the darkey, but without success. On Fri- 
day Dr. Boring asked Dr. Ridley to accompa- 
ny him to the camp and look at the convict’s 
feet. Dr. Ridley did so and without hesitat- 
ing informed Dr. Boring that the darkey 
would lose one foot and maybe both. Dr. Bor- 
ing then called on Mr. Hunnicutt, one of the 
county commissioners, and laid the case be- 
forehim. Mr. Hunnicutt at once asked: 

“How did the darkey’s feet happen 
freeze?” 

“Well, I can’t tell,” answered Dr. Boring. 

“Didn't they have plenty of fire out there’” 

“Well, I can’t tell; I guess they did, though.” 

“Haven't they plenty of bedding?” 

“They have two pairs of double: blankets 
each, as you know.”’ 

AN INVESTIGATION INTIMATED. 

‘*That’s strange. A convict’s feet freeze with 
plenty of bedding and three large stoves near 
at hand,’’ said Mr. Hunnicutt, ‘and I guess 
this had better be looked into.” 

Dr. Boring then informed Mr. Hunnicutt 
that the convict would have to submit to an 
amputation, and asked for permission to re- 
move him from the convict camp to his moth- 
er’s home. Mr. Hunnicutt authorized the re- 
moval, and on Saturday the convict was car- 
ried to his mother’s home on Ella street. Dr. 
Boring has called on him there, and this morn- 
ing will call with surgeons and amputate the 
left leg. The convict’s feet, or rather 

WHAT IS LEFT OF HIS FEET 
is a most deplorable picture. His left foot has 
slaughed away piece by piece and bone by 
bone until nothing but a small portion of the 
heel remains. The toes are al] gone, scattered 
about the house while the bones making the 
instep have disappeared too. Gne ankle bone 
is gone, and the bones of the leg are bare of 
flesh for three inches above the ankle. On 
the right foot there is little or no flesh. The 
big toe is gone, and the others are ready to 
leave. His legs are numb up to the knees, and 
he is unable to move. The flesh leaves an un- 
Savory odor when the bedding is removed 
from the feet. The boy’s mother is compelled 
to turn him over in bed, and move him about 
likea child. The convict’s story is a hard one, 
and if true, should be sifted. He says: 
HIS STORY. 

“The doctor shan’t cut my foot off, and I'll 
die first. If they had treated me right I 
would not have been here now.” 

“How did they treat you ””’ 

“Why, that cold Saturday when everything 
and everybody was freezing, they leit us in 
that building without fire. About four o’clock 
when it was as cold as ice, the fire went out, 
and we had to lay there all night without 
fire.” 

“Did not you have plenty of bedding?” 

“No, we didn’t. I had one piece ofa blanket 
—not even a whole bianket-—and it was so 
short that when I 

HAD IT ON MY FEET 
it wouldn’t cover my chest. I would leave it 
around my feet until my chest got cold, and 
then pull it up and leave it until my feet got 
so cold I couldn’t stand it. It was an awfal 
night, and I don’t see how we lived through 
it.’ 


to 


“And you had no fire?” 
“Nota bit. We yelled for it all night, but 
we didn’t get it. It was awful cold.’ 

Williams’ mother was standing by when the 
convict made his statement, and at intervals 


said something. At the conclusion of the boy’s 
rt she went to the mantle, and, picking Up 
the bones that once made the boys feet, said: 

“Here is the bones that made his foot once. 
They have come out one at a time until the 
foot is gone. The was always hearty and 
strong, and never any trouble before. He 
was e too much, and that is all that’s 
left of him.” 

THE STORY INVESTIGATED. 

Williams’ reputation was never too gool. 
In police circles he has always been consider- 
ed unreliable. After hearing his story 4 
CONSTITUTION reporter went to the convic® 
camp, and finding Mr. Garmony, the assistant 
superintendent, asked : 

“Do you know Bud Williams ?”’ 

“Yes,” was the answer. ° Qa 

“Did he get his feet frostbittcn out here? 

“Yes.” 

“How?” 

“By his own negligence.” 

“But he says that there was no fire in the 
stockade on that cold Saturday.” 

“Well, he is wrong. There are three big 
stoves in the stockade, and during that cold 
snap we putall the men in and kept the 
stovesred hot. Williams wanted to get 
back to jail and exposed his feet to get them 
frost-bitten. 

AND HE GOT MORE THAN HE WANTED, 
that’s all. He wasa lazy trifling rascal and 
wouldn’t work. He told it several times here 
that he wanted to get some thing the matter 
with him so he couldjget back in jail. Why on 
that night aconvict who slept nextto him 
covered his feet up three times. Williams kept 
kicking the cover off and the convict put it 
back.” 

‘‘He says he had only a piece of one blan- 
et ” 


‘“That’s not true. He had just the same 
covering that the others had; two double 
blankets and a good bed of straw. He had 
his feet frost bitten once before. I know that 
the stoves were kept warm all that night and 
there’s the gang. Suppose you go among them 
and ask.” 

HIS STORY SUSTAINED. 

A half dozen convicts were asked gbout the 
stove, and every one asserted that a good fire 
was keptup. The convict who was represen- 
ted to have put the blanket back on Williams's 
feet, was calledup. He said: 

“Ves, we had a good fire all night. 
the blanket back on Williams’s feet two 
threé times.” 

“Why did you do it?’ 

“To keep them warm.” 

“What did he say?” 

“He never said anything.

utation of Williams’s, and it was supported by 
Williams’s comrades in chains. 
WHAT DR. BORING SAYS, 

Dr. Boring, the county physician, says: 

“I don’t know who is to blame for it.” 

“Was there a fire in the stockade 
night?” 

“I guess there was. There are three large 
stoves and plenty of wood and coal in the 
room,” 

“If there had been fire in the room that 
night, could the convict’s feet have frozen””’ 

“No, certainly not.” 

“If there had been no fire would they have 
frozen?’’ 

“I think the cover would have prevented 
that.” 

“His feet are gone?’ 

“The left one will have to come off. 
save part of the right one.” 

“Who is to blame for it, doctor?” 

“T have no idea. I think no one was to 
blame. I believe it was one of those unfortu- 
nate things that happen without any cause.” 

The connty commission is now making a 
quiet investigation of the matter. It is under- 
stood that the members are considerably 
worked up, and that they are going to give 
the matter a careful investigation, The com- 
mission will meet tomorrow. So far the mem- 
bers decline to talk upon the subject.

DR. ARMSTRONG’S TRIAL. 


The Case to End in All Probability Friday 
Argument Begun. 

Fi evidence in the Armstrong case closed 
sSterday, and the argument was begun by 

Mr. Charlton for the prosecution. He was fol- 

lowed by Mr. Hoke Smith. -Senator Davidson 

will speak for Dr. Armstrong today, and Mr. 

Chariton will conclude for the prosecution. 

The formal charge against Dr. Armstrong is 
that he was intoxicated on three days in 
Cincinnati, and one day in Chattanooga on 
the 26th, 27th, 28th and 29th of August of last 
year; and that while in Cincinnati he visited 
houses of il) fame for an immoral purpose. 

It is said that Dr. Armstrong has not been 
confronted with any witness who testified to 
his having been drunk or intoxicated, and the 
evidence of the women examined by the com- 
missioner exonerates the doctor from the 
charge of visiting their houses for an immoral 
purpose. 

A friend of Dr. Armstrong said last night: 

“It is understood that the prosecution has 
abandoned the charge of drunkenness at 
( hattanooga. and propose to rely entirely upon 
tise assumption that drinking beer with his 
juncii in a_ public hotel, and the 
v'sitiug of the baudy houses, even 
4:1: «laudable purpose, while in Cincinnati, 
wis a Violation of his ordination vows, and
